between President Koosevelt, several 
Republican senators who are support- 
ing the bill, and members of the inter- 
state cpmmerce commission. 
The 


senator said he would oppose It on the 
floor of the senate uud he expressed 
the opinion that nut half a duzen ot 
his Democratic colleagues would sup- 
port the amendment. 


Benator Tlllman declares the amend- 


ment does not meet the situation fully 
Inasmuch as It makes no provision 
setting forth.apecincally 
that 
there 


shall be no suspension of the railway 
rate fixed by the interstate commerce 
commission, pending the judicial de- 
termination of any case which may be 
appealed from the rate as established. 
This is a contention which Senator 
Tlllman and a number of the Demo- 
cratic senators have urged, as they 
argue that a failure to provide abso- 
lutely against a suspension of the rate, 
operates to nullify the objects for 
which the legislation Is desired. The 
senator added that he would prefer 
to vote for the house bill as It stood 
than to accept the amendment, for the 
pending measure gave the right of're- 
view where constitutional questions 
are Involved.

Casting aside the kennel terminology, 


the uiau who has had charge of the 
famous "yellow dog" fuud of the New 
York Life is "Judge" Andrew Hamil- 
ton of Albany. 
Hamilton was born 


al>out forty-eight years ago and started 
life as an obscure lawjer. Finally he 
became assistant district attorney and 
for a short time district attorney. Ho 
was nlso a justice iu a civil court, 
whence liU title. Hut he really got his 
start lu life iu the "Teu Ten" club, 
which met lu a back rooi% over a 
saloon. 
This meeting place had the 


sanguine title of "The Jug of Hlood." 
and the "Teu'Ten" club lu time came 
to be known as "The Lucky Bunch." 
The chief light of the- bunch was Mil- 
lionaire Anthony N. Brady. 
He took 


a liking to Hamilton, whom he gave 
many tip* on the stock market. Later 
bis sou married Hamilton's daughter. 
Brady introduced the "judge" to John 
A. McCall, and the Insurance president 
In time also came to have a liking for 
Andy Hamilton. As a result the Im- 
mense legislative Interests of the New 
York Lite were placed In Hamilton's

Something over Sl.oOU.OOO in thirteen 
years was the way the, dog fund got 
Into the New York Life. There arc two 
other biff companies! and scores of 
smaller one?.

He 
defended tLe memory of bin master, 
whom the "curs" had deserted and 
driven to death. Among other things 
the on« of saffron hue said:

"judge"' suddenly became interested; 
Under (he nnine- of "II. A. Milton" he 
took passage for New York to face his 
accusers and to clear up the memory 
of his old friend.

with the famous "House of Mirth" nt 
Albany. He seems liable to have quite 
as much to do with creating a house 
of gloom for high finance circles lu 
New York. 


Despite all the scandal, the "judge" 


maintains much of his old popularity 
about his home. He was recently re- 
elected president of the Albany club 
by practically a unanimous vote. 


The whole Insurance fight ts center- 


ing more and more on the bill Intro- 
duced by the Armstrong committee to 
legislate out of office all of the old trus 
tees of the 
implicated companies. 


Hamilton's efforts are directed agninst 
the board of the New York Life. One 
of 'the most sensational struggles in 
the history of that company" has re- 
cently been waged In an effort to se- 
cure proxies by the present officials in 
order to perpetuate their regime. The 
election Is scheduled to occur April 11. 
The Armstrong bill provides that they 
shall be removed from office Nov. 15 
next. Thomas W. Lawson clvirg^ that 
in order to secure proxies the manage- 
ment has written insurance for noth- 
.liK. only requiring that the policy 
holder so created surrender his proxy 
to l>e used by these trustees that Ham- 
ilton has denounced as "curs and 
traitors."
